A spokesman for Shrop¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice added: “One appliance 
from Oswestry was called 
to release an 11-year-old 
girl. 

“She had become 
trapped under a door parti¬ 
tion and was freed by 
crews using a Remscat 
saw.”

HORDES of rats are plaguing a Welshpool town centre 
pathway which could put people off visiting the town, it 
has been warned. 

Shoppers in Welshpool say they are regularly confronted by dozens of rats as they make 
their way along the path between the Church Street car park and the town’s Tesco super¬ 
market, which passes over the Lledan Brook section of the Montgomery Canal. 

They say the rats are often seen on the path running past shoppers and are so tame 
they can be enticed out by food. 

But they also warn the rats are a health risk to people and say they fear the problem 

could put people off shopping in the town. 


Police action 
to cut down 
festive crime 

POLICE in Welshpool are warning people 
they will be stepping up patrols to cut down 
on crime over the Christmas period. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said people who are 
not used to drinking often indulge in too 
much alcohol over the festive period and 
“forget” to take sensible precautions. 

The force said it will be stepping up 
atrols in the town and have launched its 
ANTA (Safe And Nice To All) campaign. 

Chief Constable Simon Prince said: “With 
Christmas fast approaching Dyfed-Powys 
Police is launching its annual crime preven¬ 
tion campaign reminding people to enjoy 
themselves safely and lawfully this Christ¬ 
mas. 

“Dyfed-Powys is a safe place with low 
crime, but during the festive celebrations it 
can be easy to forget to take the sensible 
precautions we usually take. 

“Over the next few weeks we’ll be issuing 
common sense advice to the public on a 
range of practical measures they can take to 
minimise the risk of becoming a victim of 
crime this Christmas. One of the biggest 
causes of crime and anti-social behaviour at 
this time of the year can be people drinking 
too much alcohol. 

“While the majority of people drink sen¬ 
sibly a minority don’t know when to stop. 
This can often lead to other problems such 
as anti-social behaviour and crime, and we’ll 
be reminding people to know their limits 
and be sensible.” 


Paul Cosgrove, 52, from nearby Llanfair 
Caereinion, said he has been confronted by 
a rat on the path this week while shopping. 

He said: “I was walking from Tesco after 
parking my car up towards town when I 
heard a rustling in the leaves next to my 
foot. I looked down and there was a massive 
horrible rat scuttling past me. 

“I expect people are feeding the ducks 
and these vile creatures are coming out and 
nibbling it up.” 

John Davies, 44, from Oldford, Welsh¬ 
pool, added: “I have seen it many times and 
they are really horrible looking things. You 
can walk past there at any time of day and 
be confronted by them. 

“They are a danger to people’s health and 
also will do no good to attracting people to 
the town. The area could not be much 
worse - right in the middle of one of the 
main car parks and a new supermarket.” 

Councillor John Morgan, Welshpool town 
councillor, said he had also seen the rats and 
had reported the problem to Powys County 
Council’s pest control department. 

John Evans, spokesman for Powys 
County Council, said the council was aware 
of the problem and urged people not to feed 
ducks in the area to hopefully reduce inci¬ 
dents. 

He added that it was a problem and rat 
bait stations had been set up. 

He said: “We are aware of this matter and 
have carried out treatments on numerous 
occasions but the presence of rats continues. 
We believe the rats are coming from Lledan 
Brook. 

“Rat bait stations have been used in the 
past but these cannot be left on site all year 
round as they would have an impact on pro¬ 
tected wildlife species in the area. 

“We will continue to carry out treatments 
of rats within existing resources and also 
look at alternative treatments. However, we 
would urge residents not to feed wild birds 
or other animals to excess as they may be 
feeding rats as well.”

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STAFF at the British Heart Foundation’s charity shop in 
Oswestry have been given training on how to help someone 
who suffers a cardiac arrest. 

Staff at the shop on The Cross were given training on 
CPR and will also be trained on how to use a defibrillator. 

The training is part of a wider campaign to provide life 
saving equipment and expertise at key sites in and around 
Oswestry. The staff taking part in the training were told 
there are around 60,000 out-of-hospital cardiac arrests in 
the UK every year. 

When someone goes into cardiac arrest, every minute 
without CPR and defibrillation reduces their chances of 
survival by 10 per cent. 

Tracey Roberts, assistant manager at the British Heart 
Foundation shop, said it was only appropriate staff were 
trained up to know how to react in an emergency. 

She said: “We are the British Heart Foundation after all, 
so I suppose if we don’t know what to do then who can we 
expect anybody else to. 

“We have had two paid staff and seven of our volunteers 
trained up on CPR and given the do’s and don’ts in the case 
of an emergency. It is really useful because you just never 
know when something like that can happen. We get great 
support from the public and we are always looking for more 
volunteers. Anybody who is interested should just pop into 
the shop.” 

Once the staff are given further training on how to use a 
heart defibrillator the store will be one of several sites in 
Oswestry which will have the potentially life saving equip¬ 
ment. 

The defibrillators are being provided at the sites through 
a campaign launched by the Oswestry and Border Chron¬ 
icle.

Life-saver appeal wins 
backing from council 


A LIFE-saving heart defib¬ 
rillator will be placed on the 
outside of Oswestry’s 
Powis Hall market as part 
of the Oswestry Chronicle’s 
campaign to set up a net¬ 
work of the machines 
across the town. 

Town councillors agreed to sup¬ 
port the campaign by allowing the 
siting of one of the defibrillators at 
the Powis Hall on the Bailey Head 
and also by contributing £500 to the 
initiative and pushing the fund 
through the £3,500 level. 

Councillors agreed to back the 
programme after receiving an 
appeal from the Chronicle’s associ¬ 
ate editor Graham Breeze.

Mr Breeze said in a letter to the 
council: “We have formed an associ¬ 
ation with the British Heart Foun¬ 
dation and the West Midlands 
Ambulance Service to set up a net¬ 
work of much-needed sited defibril¬ 
lators across the town. 

“We have agreement to site defib¬ 
rillators at our offices in Salop 
Road, at the Britannia Building 
Society in Leg Street, the British 
Heart Foundation shop at The 
Cross, the Wynnstay Hotel in 
Church Street and the Senior Citi¬ 
zen’s Club in Lome Street. 

“I write to seek the council’s per¬ 
mission to site one of the defibrilla¬ 
tors on the outside of the Powis Hall 
building and also to ask whether the 


council would be prepared to con¬ 
tribute towards the cost of the 
installation.” 

Chairman of the markets and car 
parks committee, Cllr Cynthia 
Hawksley, said the councillors were 
delighted to back the campaign at a 
meeting last Wednesday. 

She said: “We agreed to give £500 
towards the project, subject to 
agreement from the finance and 
general purposes meeting, and to 
allow the defibrillator box to be sited 
at the Powis Hall because it such an 
important campaign. 

“Everyone knows that the sooner 
heart attack victims receive medical 
attention, the better. 

“We have also agreed to contact 
the market hall traders and traders 
in the area to ask if they want to 


contribute to the campaign too. 
These defibrillators are not just for 
the market but for the community 
at large and members of the public 
who visit the town. 

“They are an essential piece of 
medical equipment and councillors 
were delighted to support the proj¬ 
ect.” 

Mr Breeze said today he was 
delighted with the news that the 
council were supporting the “Keep¬ 
ing Oswestry Alive” campaign. 

He said: “This is a major boost to 
our fund raising campaign and a 
very generous contribution from the 
council. 

“The donation will mean we have 
raised over £3,500 so far. 

“Powis Hall is the perfect location 
to site a defibrillator.”

Town hall 
drink sale 
ruling is 
under fire 


THE decision to ban the sale 
of alcohol on Sundays in 
Welshpool Town Hall was 
described as “being hand¬ 
cuffed to a policy that 
nobody wants” by a town 
councillor. 

Welshpool Town Council 
voted last month to ban alco¬ 
hol from being served at 
events on Sundays at the 
hall despite councillors’ 
pleas to use it to earn as 
much revenue as possible. 

The venue is currently 
only available for hire for 
events excluding those with 
alcohol or discos, parties or 
“entertainment” events. 

At last week’s meeting of 
the town council, Councillor 
John Morgan, said he felt 
the decision to turn down a 
sportsman’s dinner featur¬ 
ing Welsh rugby legend JPR 
Williams was not beneficial. 

He said: “Unfortunately, a 
dinner with a speech by JPR 
Williams was unable to be 
held at the town hall 
because of this no alcohol 
rule. We should have made 
the town hall available. 

“We are handcuffing our¬ 
selves here to a policy which 
nobody wants in the town,” 
he added. 

Councillor David Senior, 
however, said he agreed with 
the new ruling. He said: “We 
can’t go changing the rules 
based on who is asking.”

ELLESMERE town centre 
faces about a month of dis¬ 
ruption while a £100,000 gas 
pipe replacement scheme is 
carried out. 

Wales & West Utilities 
(WWU) has unveiled plans 
to upgrade the gas network 
in parts of Ellesmere town 
centre to improve services. 

Work, which is set to take 
about four weeks to com¬ 
plete, is due to start on Jan¬ 
uary 6 to avoid the busy 
festive season. 

During the course of the 
scheme, work will take place 
in Cross Street, Market 
Street and Scotland Street. 

Councillor Alan Clarke, 
mayor of Ellesmere, said: 
“It’s one of those unfortu¬ 
nate things but it’s essential 
work. We need to grit our 
teeth and bear it. 

“It’s bound to create some 
inconvenience but we will 
rally around and make the 
best out of the situation.” 

Lincoln McMullan, chair¬ 
man of Ellesmere Chamber 
of Commerce, said: “There is 
nothing you can do about it. 
I don’t think it will be a hin¬ 
drance. 

“It may put people off 
from coming into the town 
but people can still park in 
the car parks.” 

WWU bosses said it will 
be necessary to introduce 
temporary traffic manage¬ 
ment measures which will 
be agreed with Shropshire 
Council. 

The utility firm said the 
project involves installing 
200 metres of new plastic 
gas pipe with a lifespan of 
more than 80 years. 

It forms part of its 30-year 
replacement programme, 
where old metal pipes within 
30 metres of buildings are 
being replaced with non-cor¬ 
roding plastic pipes. 

Peter Hughes, WWU proj¬ 
ect manager, said: “We know 
that working in busy towns 
is disruptive and we have 
done our best to plan a 
scheme that will limit this 
inconvenience as much as 
possible.”

Heritage 
experts 
in hillfort 
plan talks 

ENGLISH Heritage repre¬ 
sentatives were in Oswestry 
today to voice their views on 
the proposed housing in the 
shadow of the Oswestry hill- 
fort. 

Oswestry Town Council¬ 
lors will meet behind closed 
doors in a private session 
with the heritage experts 
before giving their views on 
Shropshire Council’s draft 
planning document which 
zones land next to the 
ancient monument for 
development. 

Today Mayor of Oswestry 
Chris Schofield, said: “This 
is the missing piece in the 
jigsaw before we sit down 
and decide our formal 
response to this important 
SAMDev process that will 
determine where building 
will take place in Oswestry 
over the next decade.” 

“I have arranged an infor¬ 
mation session for members 
this week to talk directly 
with representatives of Eng¬ 
lish Heritage so we can 
clearly understand their 
views and what may or may 
not be acceptable to them.” 

“As a council we have 
tried to ensure that all the 
views are heard. We were 
disappointed that English 
Heritage could not attend 
our site meeting earlier this 
year as its views as the cus¬ 
todian of the hillfort are 
vital to this process.” 

An English Heritage 
spokesperson, said: “English 
Heritage has negotiated very 
considerable reductions in 
the proposed development 
sites around Oswestry hill¬ 
fort as set out in the original 
SAMDev consultation last 
year. However, we continue 
to have a number of con¬ 
cerns.” 

The spokesperson said 
English Heritage did not 
support the proposed devel¬ 
opment, but were not object¬ 
ing in principle to the 
revised site, because it 
would only impact on views 
from the Oswestry town side 
of the hillfort.”

She said: “We were 
contacted by the chamber and we agreed 
that we should accede the request. 

“We hope it will be a success and it will 
help bring more people into town and pro¬ 
vide a boost to our traders. 

“We do support our local chamber and 
our local businesses and by agreeing again 
to the free parking offer we hope our 
traders enjoy a good Christmas.” 

However, a separate plea for free park¬ 
ing on the town council’s car parks during 
an event called Small Business Saturday 
was turned down by councillors. 

Small Business Saturday is a nationwide 
initiative to celebrate the work of small 


traders and will run on December 7 in 
Oswestry. 

The free parking plea came from 
Oswestry Chamber of Commerce but coun¬ 
cillors refused the appeal because the 
town’s Christmas Parade is taking place on 
the same day.

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NIP in plea 
over need 
for vital 
bypass 

GLYN Davies, Conservative 
MP for Montgomeryshire, 
has called on the UK Gov¬ 
ernment to give higher pri¬ 
ority to improving 
cross-border road links 
between England and Wales. 

In a debate about trans¬ 
port infrastructure in North 
Wales, he concentrated his 
comments on building a new 
Llanymynech/Pant Bypass 
on the A483.

"At Shropshire Carpets if you can't 
find what you're looking for... . 
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SINCE the Oswestry and Border 
Chronicle launched the “Keep¬ 
ing Oswestry Alive” campaign I 
have been amazed at the gen¬ 
erosity of people keen to back 
our appeal. 

And last week we received a 
major boost as we seek to fund 
as many as six life-saving defib¬ 
rillators to serve the town. 

Oswestry Town Council 
agreed to our request to site one 
of the defibrillators at Powis 
Hall on the Bailey Head, a per¬ 
fect place. But on top of that the 
council agreed to chip in £500 
towards the cost and there could 
be more on the way if market 
day traders give financial sup¬ 
port too. 

This a great gesture and really 
cements just how important a 
campaign this has become. 

Defibrillators are now com¬ 
monplace across the nation so it 
was a real surprise to find that 
Oswestry had none anywhere 
near the town centre where a 
number of cardiac arrests have 
been reported over the last 12 
months. 

It is a well known fact that 
receiving treatment within the 
first few minutes of an attack is 
vital for a patient’s chances of 
survival, so providing defibrilla¬ 
tors at strategic positions in the 
town centre is a cause we at the 
Chronicle feel passionately 
about. 

We have been out raising cash 
ourselves. Bag packing at Mor¬ 
risons proved popular and we 
will be on duty again before 
Christmas. And this Saturday 
the team will be raising the pro¬ 
file of our campaign by manning 
a float in the annual Christmas 
parade. 

But without the help of you, 
our readers, we will never be 
able to reach our target. 

Thanks to match funding 
from the British Heart Founda¬ 
tion we will soon be in a position 
to start installing the defibrilla¬ 
tor boxes. 

But realistically we are still 
£1,000 short of our target, which 
we would like to achieve by the 
turn of the year. So the work 
goes on.

Family's gratitude for 
Oliver's life-saving op

Oliver Harrison's appearance 
in his school nativity play will 
mark an astonishing recovery 
from a real-life medical 
drama. SUE AUSTIN reports 

WHEN six-year-old Oliver Har¬ 
rison takes part in his nativity 
play at school, it will be some¬ 
thing his family thought they 
might never see. 

Not long ago Oliver, from Oswestry, 
was seriously ill with massive heart fail¬ 
ure. Now, after a heart transplant, he and 
his family can look forward, to the future. 

His mum Emma Lawrence said her 
thoughts at Christmas will be with the 
family who gave permission for the trans¬ 
plant. And she wants people to consider 
signing up to the organ donor scheme. 

Oliver was born with hypoplastic left 
heart syndrome, only had one side of his 
heart functioning. When he was just 
three days old he had eight hours of open 
heart surgery followed by two further 
operations. Then in February he was put 
on the heart register waiting list. 

One weekend in August Oliver’s 
health deteriorated rapidly. By the Sun¬ 
day Emma was seriously worried. 

She said: “I remember texting my 
mum saying Oliver really needed a heart 
and praying that one would come.” 

Then at 3.17am that Monday the hos¬ 
pital in Newcastle telephoned to say they 
might have a donor heart. Emma said: 
“My first thought was one of sadness for 
the person who had died and the family 
who had given permission for the organ 
donation.” 


Oliver and his mum were taken 
by ambulance car with a police 
escort to Manchester airport, where 
a five-seater jet was waiting on the 
runway. 

She said: “Oli was really quiet. In 
fact, the only time he talked was to 
say ‘Isn’t the sun beautiful, mum?’.” 

He finally went into surgery at 
noon. There then followed an ago¬ 
nising 10 hours while surgeons 
transplanted the heart. 

Eventually Emma and Adam 
were able to see their son. “Oli was 
covered in tubes and machinery but 
I saw through all these and saw my 


little boy, pink for the first time in 
his life. He had pink nails and pink 
skin and his lips were no longer 
blue. It was amazing.” 

But on day 16, as the family was 
preparing for him to go home, they 
learned that Oliver was suffering 
acute rejection of the heart. 

There were more weeks of worry 
with the family living in Newcastle - 
where Adam did the Great North 
Run to raise money for the hospital. 

It wasn’t until September 25 that 
Oliver was allowed home, still 
unable to mix with anyone other 
than close family. 


“Staff at the hospital were incred¬ 
ible, from the consultants to the 
lovely lady who cleaned our room,” 
said Emma. “And the support we 
have had from family and friends 
has been wonderful.” 

The family are now raising funds 
for Chuf, the charity supporting the 
heart unit at Newcastle’s Freeman 
Hospital. For more details go to

10 with their second one, Rat Trap, reaching 
number one for two weeks in 
1978. Irish born Bob Geldof 
fronted the band and of 
course he was the main man 
behind the Live Aid and Live 
Eight concerts. This single 
was the first to reach number 
one by an Irish group in the 
chart recognised by the BBC. 

A year after this single was released came their 
second - I Don’t Like Mondays. 



FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO...!968 

Film theme songs rarely make the top place 
but in 1968 Hugo Montenegro’s, The Good, 
The Bad and the Ugly had four weeks at 
number one.

Parking cure must come from council 


I AGREE in general with Mr Borth- 
wick’s letter about the parking situa¬ 
tion in Whittington; too many people 
travel very short distances by car in 
the village, and the situation is greatly 
worse at school peak times. But I think 
I should, in fairness, add a couple of 
correctives to what he wrote. 

First, a proportion of the traffic com¬ 
ing through Whittington is going to 
Ellesmere and its environs and so has 
little choice about using that through- 
village route. But there is also a good 
deal of traffic heading in the direction 
of Whitchurch and Market Drayton 
which could just as easily go straight 


up the A5/A483 to the Whitchurch 
turn. 

Secondly, it is not only at school peak 
times that parking for the Three Trees 
shop is problematic; and it should be 
remembered that in the absence of yel¬ 
low lines parking there is entirely legal 
and above board. 

Thirdly, while schools are conscious 
of such external problems - and the 
Head at Whittington has written 
bluntly many times in his weekly letter 
about parking, as well as instituting an 
organised walk from a nearby point - 
schools and Heads have no legal power 
whatever to prevent such inconsider¬ 


ate parking. Only traffic wardens and 
police and the self-control of parkers 
can do that. 

So yes, I agree with Mr Borthwick’s 
description of the parking situation, 
but I think the cure is going to have to 
come from one Council or another. 

And I do defend the right of people 
to park outside their front doors, so I 
hope that any outside solution will not 
simply slap down yellow lines through¬ 
out the village.

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Hospital 
car park 
charge is 
a rip-off 

I READ with horror at the 
way new car parking 
charges are being imposed 
at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. I wondered how 
multiple visits to the hospi¬ 
tal would be charged and my 
worst fears have been 
exceeded. 

To anyone taking a rela¬ 
tive for admission or treat¬ 
ment and subsequent visits 
it is obvious that more than 
one visit in a day is the 
norm. In fact who is going to 
leave their car there all day 
except staff? 

The previous charge of £2 
per day allowed such visits 
simply with one ticket. 

The advertised new 
charge of £3.50 per day does 
not seem to take account of 
the obvious multiple visits 
and the system seems to 
charge for each visit. 

Charging £3.50 in total 
would be bad enough but 
from experience, dropping 
someone off for day surgery 
for example may include one 
visit of say an hour to get 
them settled, then up to two 
hours or more waiting for 
discharge - which happened 
on the last occasion I took 
my wife - resulting in a min¬ 
imum £6 charge. 

This is daylight robbery 
and whoever devised and 
implemented the charges 
should hang their head in 
shame. The car park is at a 
hospital not an airport or 
shopping centre, people are 
going there because they 
have to, not because they 
want to. There should be a 
facility for those who visit 
more than once a day to buy 
a day pass at the daily 
charge rate, though even 
that is a complete rip-off. 

On top of all this the sys¬ 
tem has been made so com¬ 
plicated that visitors, many 
elderly and distressed (or 
both) cannot understand it. 
The very fact you have to 
select part of a car number 
when paying is so ridiculous 
you couldn’t make it up and 
many cars purchased locally 
start with the same letters, 
it’s not surprising people are 
confused. 

Either the camera can 
read number plates, that is 
the whole registration num¬ 
ber, or it can’t. If the camera 
is unable to do so which 
would appear to be the case, 
it would make enforcement 
of non payment totally 
unenforceable so perhaps it 
would be worth everyone 
not paying to see what hap¬ 
pens? In my view the whole 
thing should be scrapped 
until this is sorted out.

As the Courts will now not hear divorce cases until they have first been assessed for the suitability of Mediation, this may be of benefit to you. The Mediation 
process could help you and your husband to reach a mutually acceptable solution and hopefully maximise your share of the partnership business.

Lloyd Thomas, from the 
opticians, said: “A recent 
study revealed one in six 
drivers in the Midlands 
struggled to read the num¬ 
ber plate of the car in front, 
and one in four worried as a 
passenger about their dri¬ 
ver’s vision.

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MP in call 
for ticket 
machines 
at stations 

A CALL has been made in 
Parliament for a ticketing 
machine to be installed at 
Chirk Railway Station. 

Clwyd South MP Susan 
Elan Jones described the 
lack of a machine as a “non¬ 
sense” and also said more 
had to be done to make the 
station more accessible to 
the disabled. 

The MP said travellers 
were losing out on the bene¬ 
fits of advance booking 
because there was no 
machine at Chirk or 
Ruabon station. 

She called for action dur¬ 
ing a debate on transport in 
the House of Commons. 

Miss Jones told Parlia¬ 
ment: “In my constituency, 
there are two stations - 
Chirk and Ruabon - neither 
of which has ticketing 
machines. 

“If one wishes to print a 
ticket, one has to go to Wrex¬ 
ham General station, which 
defeats the whole point of 
advance booking. 

“There is also no disabil¬ 
ity access at the stations.” 

The Friends of Chirk Sta¬ 
tion have been pushing for 
improvements for years. 

Arriva Trains Wales has 
said it is looking to make 
upgrades to the station. 

The firm said site surveys 
have started, prior to the 
installation of a new foot¬ 
bridge accessible for the dis¬ 
abled. Work is due to begin 
in March.

A CHIRK wood panel manufacturer is to 
abandon its plans for a massive biomass 
plant to produce its own heat and electricity. 

Instead owners of the Kronospan factory are to 
submit a new planning application to build a much 
smaller plant that will generate heat only. 

The new plans were unveiled by the chairman of the 


factory, which is one of the 
top 10 manufacturing com¬ 
panies in Wales, at a meet¬ 
ing of Chirk Town Council 
last week. 

Mike McKenna said that 
the international owners of 
the plant had decided to 
change its strategy for bio¬ 
mass systems worldwide.

“The new scheme is a 
lower cost investment and 
the company has learned 
from what has been hap¬ 
pening on other sites. 

“We want to generate 
heat by using our wood 
waste and it is much sim¬ 
pler to produce just heat 
that to generate heat and 
electricity. 

Company secretary Mr 
Chris Ryan said: “Our 
thoughts have evolved. This 
will benefit the company 
and, with a smaller building 
in which to site the bio¬ 
mass plant it will also bene¬ 
fit the residents of Chirk. 

“It is a win-win situa¬ 
tion.”

plans of the company as 
well as large scale photos 
with the proposed biomass 
plant superimposed on it. 

Mr McKenna said that, 
as a resident of Chirk, he 
believed that the change of 
attitude was good for the 
area. 

“It will have less of an 
impact on the landscape,” 
he said. 

He said a planning appli¬ 
cation was due to be sub¬ 
mitted to Wrexham County 
Borough Council with the 
earliest that a decision 
could be made, February 
2014. 

If permission was 
granted the approved plan 
would then have to be 
revoked with the aim to 
start boiler commissioning 
in April 2014. 

Kronospan employs over 
600 people, 90 per cent of 
whom live within 10 miles 
of the Chirk site.

CHIRK Town Council will 
not go into partnership with 
a scheme to build a dragon 
sculpture and cultural cen¬ 
tre on the edge of the town. 

The man behind the £4 
million plans, Simon Wing- 
ett, said he was deeply disap¬ 
pointed that the council had 
not had the vision to form a 
partnership with the Wak¬ 
ing the Dragon project. 

He had urged the council 
to invest £2 million, funded 
through a loan. “If this had 
happened it would have 
brought in matched funding 
and the project would have 
been up and running.”

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Clothing 

trader 

admits 

offences 

A TRADER who produced 
and sold counterfeit clothing 
with the logos of music stars 
including One Direction and 
Little Mix has been given a 
two-year conditional dis¬ 
charge by magistrates. 

Perfectly Personalised4U, 
run by Welshpool woman 
Sharon Louise Vaughan, 
admitted 11 charges under 
the Tradem arks Act 1994 at 
Llandrindod Wells Magis¬ 
trates Court. 

Vaughan, who sold the 
clothes on eBay, was also 
ordered to pay £3,000 costs 
and all stock seized by 
Powys County Council’s 
trading standards team 
was subject to a forfeiture 
and destruction order. 

Magistrates heard that a 
complaint from a company 
representing brands includ¬ 
ing boy band JLS had spot¬ 
ted the eBay site, which 
offered a vast array of 
branded goods including the 
trade marks of companies 
they represented. 

The company conducted a 
test purchase, examined the 
product and found it to be 
interior and counterfeit, and 
an investigation was 
launched by the council’s 
trading standards service. 

The court heard that 
Vaughan was using transfers 
and vinyls and printing 
equipment to produce prod¬ 
ucts without any permission 
or rights from the brand 
companies.

New birthing suite opens at 
hospital's maternity unit 


WOMEN can now enjoy a calm, tranquil 
atmosphere for giving birth with the opening 
of a new suite at a midwife-led maternity unit 
at Gobowen, near Oswestry. 

The suite at the orthopaedic hospital includes a £24,000 
pool in which women can choose to relax during labour. 

It is part of a move by the Shrewsbury and Telford Hos¬ 
pital NHS Trust to encourage well women to give birth at 


the midwife-led units across 
Shropshire. Birthing pools 
are also available in 
Shrewsbury and Telford. 

Midwife Tracey Jones 
said: “The use of water dur¬ 
ing labour and birth is 
known to lessen pain and 
stress, reducing the need for 
other methods of pain relief. 

“The birthing room in 
Oswestry has a relaxed calm 
atmosphere which can 
include dim lights, including 
artificial candles and a 
mural in which mothers-to- 
be can lose themselves. 

“If they don’t want to use 
the birthing pool we have a 
giant bean bag and a large 
birthing mat and, of course, 
there is the bed.” 

Wendy Cutchie, lead mid¬ 
wife for the trust’s mid¬ 
wifery-led units and 
community services, said: 
“The decor has been soft¬ 
ened to include window cov¬ 
erings, dim lighting, pictures 
and a calming mural cover¬ 
ing one wall. 

“Birthing, safety and 
emergency equipment is 
cleverly hidden from view in 
this room, and the effect is

that it exudes peace and 
tranquillity. 

“As a result of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health funding allo¬ 
cation earlier this year, we 
were able to transform the 
main labour room at the 
Oswestry midwife-led unit 
and make improvements in 
other units including addi¬ 
tional equipment, labour 
and birth aids, mood light¬ 
ing, and relaxing music, 
which will enhance the expe¬ 
rience of maternity care for 
women from Shropshire, 
Telford & Wrekin and mid 
Wales who give birth at the 
trust’s units. 

“Any woman who has an 
uncomplicated pregnancy is 
welcome and encouraged to 
utilise a midwife-led unit for 
her pregnancy, labour and 
birth and for the immediate 
post natal period.” 

Mrs Rachel Hudson, 35, 
had her daughter, Lucy, at 
the RSH but transferred to 
Oswestry. 

“It is an oasis of calm 
here,” she said. 



Walkers

Shane Parr and his wife Alison, has won 
dozens of awards for its range of ales and sup¬ 
plies 800 Punch Taverns pubs across the coun¬ 
try. 

Now the couple, who started brewing in the 
town seven years ago, have opened the new

building at its site just off the A483. Mrs Parr 
said: “We started the work on the new building 
about last October so its taken just over a year 
to get where we are now. We have a visitor cen¬ 
tre and a bar now. 

“We got here seven years ago and started 
basically brewing in old chicken sheds. We 
knocked down the storage shed and built a pur¬ 
pose-built building in its place. 


“We had fun with the weather. The heavy 
snowfall in March was a hindrance - I really 
felt for the guys putting up the scaffolding for 
the roof. 

“When getting the brewery kit out of the 
building we had to knock the doors and walls 
down to get the kit out. We’re using the same 
kit but we have bought more tanks. 

“We weren’t using the full height of the 
tanks because we couldn’t have the head of the 
beer reaching the ceiling. 

“My husband Shane oversaw the whole 


building project and we got a local builder Dean 
Williams, from Maesbury, who’d done work for 
us before to carry out the jobs.” 

She said the brewery planned to keep mak¬ 
ing its six current beers, but has also brewed a 
new Christmas themed ale. 

“We’re going to keep our core six beers but 
we can experiment a bit more now,” she said. 
“We’ve just released a new beer, the Polar 
Express, in time for Christmas. It’s got a spicy 
cloves and cinnamon, orange peel - all the 
smells you associate with mulled wine and it 


really gives you that Christmas feel. “We’ve 
only just brought the beer out. We tested it at 
the beer festival at the Oswestry Cricket 
Ground, and we got some good feedback. 

“As we were growing we were able to take on 
about one new member of staff per year. 

“We started with just the two of us and now 
we employ my dad and brother, and altogether 
we have 10 members of staff. 

“We brew about four times a week. We mix 
the hot water and barley by hand at 8am and 
take it from there.”

Lawyer warns 
home owners 

AS THE property market in Shropshire 
shows signs of recovery, a lawyer is urging 
homeowners to ensure their property’s 
details are with the Land Registry. 

Richard Lloyd said buyers seemed keen 
to complete quickly and this highlighted the 
importance of registering with the Land 
Registry in order to resolve any potential 
difficulties in title deeds and prevent delays 
in the sale process. 

“Most properties that have changed 
hands within the past 20 years will be reg¬ 
istered with the Land Registry,” said Mr 
Lloyd, a partner in the Oswestry office of 
Shropshire and North Wales law firm GHP 
Legal. 

“But those properties that have remained 
in the same ownership since before the 
Land Registry required mandatory registra¬ 
tion will not be registered unless the owner 
registered them voluntarily or has had 
some other dealing with the title, such as 
registration of a mortgage.”

MR wants 
a halt to 
inquiry on 
windfarm 

GLYN Davies has called for 
the windfarm inquiry to be 
suspended in light of a land¬ 
mark ruling in Scotland. 

The Montgomeryshire 
MP says the Scottish ruling 
stated that a decision by the 
Scottish Government to 
grant planning permission 
was “not competent” on the 
basis that the developer did 
not hold the requisite gener¬ 
ation licences. 

In a letter to the Secretary 
of State for Energy and the 
public inspector responsible 
for the windfarm inquiry 
being held in Welshpool, Mr 
Davies said that four out of 
five applicants in the Mid 
Wales inquiry have also not 
followed the requirements of 
the law in obtaining a gener¬ 
ation licence from Ofgem, 
prior to submitting their 
respective applications. 

The Scottish Government 
is appealed against the deci¬ 
sion, which is due to be 
heard in late February. 

Mr Davies said: “The 
windfarm inquiry held in 
Welshpool should not be 
allowed to continue while 
this level of uncertainty 
hangs over the very basis of 
the developers’ applications. 

“The cost of this inquiry 
to local residents is ridicu¬ 
lous and they should not be 
made to continue fighting 
this cause until the appeal 
has been heard. 

“You cannot continue as if 
the law has no conse¬ 
quence.”

Bus brings back memories

ALL aboard for a trip down 
memory lane to Cefn Blodwell, 
via Morda and Trefonen. 

It looks like it could be a scene 
from a London street, but we are 
actually in Oswestry and looking at 
an AEC Regent bus which was being 
operated by Crosville. 

For information about what is going on 
here, we shall tap into details provided to 
us a little while ago by John Carroll of 
Whittington. 

“The photograph, by transport photog¬ 
rapher RHG Simpson, of Oxford, was 
taken in Station Road, Oswestry, between 
1949 and 1954,” he told us. 

“The yard to the left of the picture was 
the former Great Western Railway termi¬ 
nus (from Gobowen) and goods yard. This 
became the location of a Somerfield super¬ 
market. The footbridge behind the bus 
was at the former Cambrian Railway sta¬ 
tion, on the line from Whitchurch to 
Welshpool. 

Broom 

“The bus is not London Transport-style 
as it is built to lowbridge specification, 
with a sunken gangway upstairs and rows 
of four seats. 

“It is standard Tilling-style, as used by 
bus owners Crosville, whose Oswestry 
fleet contained about six double-deckers 
at this time. 

“The bus can be likened to a broom 
with two heads and three handles. An 
AEC Regent, new in 1932, it originally 
carried a highbridge open-staircase body 
and was powered by a petrol engine. 

“It was loaned to Crosville in 1943 and 
purchased in 1945. In 1948 the chassis 
was lengthened for an AEC 7.7 litre diesel 
engine and new Eastern Coach Works 
body, as in the photograph. 

The chassis was scrapped in 1954 but 
the body was transferred to another sec¬ 
ond-hand chassis, this time a wartime 
Bristol K, from London Transport, in 
which form it lasted until 1962.” 

That’s enough about the bus. The lady 
near the back of the bus looking at the

camera is thought to be Mrs Gladys Holmes, 
who lived at Treflach and died in 1957 or 
1958. 

And now back to the bus and this from T. J. 
Aston of Horsehay: “This bus is one of 297 
AEC Regent double-deckers purchased 
between 1929 and 1932 by Thomas Tilling 
Ltd. This one was registered in London in 


1932, but worked for the Tilling subsidiary 
Brighton, Hove and District Omnibus Co 
until 1945. 

“These buses had the rear staircase out¬ 
side the body and looked totally different 
from the appearance of the bus shown dur¬ 
ing its years with Crosville Motor Services 
Ltd between 1945 and 1954, when the pho¬ 
tograph was taken. 

“The bodywork shown in the photograph 


would have been fitted post-war by Eastern 
Coach works at Lowestoft. Crosville owned 
at least six of these, including fleet numbers 
MA601-6, shown in the photograph beneath 
the driver’s windscreen. 

“A few years later a genuine London 
Transport double-decker was operated in

African wildlife adventure 
better in the cold and wet 


WHAT passed for water in the great 
Tarangire River was now a mere 
trickle. 

The slightest clod of clammy earth had been 
sucked dry by the region’s famous Baobab trees, 
planted as they had been, by the Devil; upside 
down, with their huge trunks thrust into the 
ground and their ‘roots’ exposed skyward. 

Our 4x4 rounded a bend in the track and as we 
looked across a clearing in the bush, a huge bull 
elephant broke cover slowly yet forcibly, his long 
strides making short work of the distance 
between him and us. “Tafadhali rafiki” I whis¬ 
pered to our guide, “can we go forward a little?” 
Bowler, admittedly an unlikely name for a rural 
Tanzanian, obliged and we were soon directly in 
the bull’s path. 

Effortlessly he lumbered towards us. His great 
head lolling slowly from side to side, his immense 
feet spongy and expanding on the earth beneath 
him, his breathing sometimes low and hollow 
and sometimes rumbling; like some grand, grey 
stormy cumulus edging closer. When he was 
upon us, he simply stepped aside, rubbing along 
our back bumper and spare tyre before continu¬ 
ing his walk. 

Although elephants are very welcome sights, I 
often find myself scanning the ground in Africa 
for one of my favourite animals, the tortoise. But 
as the sun retreated behind the first large cloud 
of the trip, my hopes of finding one diminished. 
Or so I thought. 

We left the park the next day just as the first 
of the rains had arrived the night before. They 
did not come in the form of some epic deluge but 
in sharp, steady showers and it almost seemed as 
though the greenery was already starting to 
break free from its arid grasp. Changes were 
under way. 

Our next stop was to be the fabled Serengeti 
and as the drive would take some five hours, my 
wife and I decided to have a sleep en-route. I 
awoke some two hours later, looking blurrily 
down a long, straight road with sparse bushes

and only one or two trees on either side. The 
entire expanse of tarmac was completely empty 
except for one thing. A long, long way in the dis¬ 
tance, there was a dot on the road. It was unclear 
amongst the heat haze and yet, although unhur¬ 
riedly so, it was definitely moving and therefore 
declared itself to be an animal of some kind. 

It seemed to be heading for one of the only 
trees on the stretch and as we were hurtling 
along at a rapid rate and it was only a quarter of 
the way across, I began to feel, with a mounting 
sense of dread that we were on a collision course 
with it. As I came too, I realised that the blob 
before us was a tortoise. “Bowler, stop! A tor¬ 
toise!” I yelled. 

“Ah, no stop Mr Ben, no stop, no good” Bowler 
replied. It looked good enough to me and as we 
zoomed past, just missing the seemingly oblivi¬ 
ous reptile, I asked Bowler what the problem 
was. It transpired that as the rains broke, the 
tortoises, that had until now been hibernating 
during the dry season, suddenly were free to 
move about once more and that if found by local 
children, they would be placed on the edge of the 
road when a safari vehicle was sighted. The 
tourists would clamber out to ‘rescue’ the tor¬ 
toise and take pictures. The children, until now 
hiding behind the tree, would thereupon demand 
payment. 

In a reversal of fashion from our Salopian cli¬ 
mate, it appears that in Africa, the colder and 
damper the season, the more interesting the 
wildlife.

Honda’s CR-V is much more 
than a five-star safety SUV 



Drive time 

with Graham Breeze 


IT’S built in Britain and has been 
rated as one of Europe’s safest cars 
but Honda’s CR-V faces massive 
opposition in the SUV sector. 

Honda has invested heavily in the CR-V at its 
Swindon headquarters and receiving the maxi¬ 
mum 5-star safety rating from Euro NCAP was a 
real boost. But the big question is will it sell 
enough in a market cluttered with look-alike 
alternatives? 

If safety is on your buying agenda you will be 
as impressed as NCAP were. All CR-Vs come 
with front, side and curtain airbags, plus a sta¬ 
bility control system that counteracts mid-corner 
movement. 

Motorway 

And if you plump for the SR or EX models you 
get systems that steer you back on track if you 
start to wander out of your lane on the motor¬ 
way, and brake if a crash is sensed. 

On test was the 2.2 i-DTEC SE with manual 
transmission and four wheel drive and while the 
car came with everything you would expect 
there was not a lot to make it stand out from the 
crowd. 

It is designed for on-road use, so it’s as com¬ 
fortable to drive as any family hatch and is more 
than a match for anything in the sector if you 
need to transport a big family and the family pet. 
And the bootspace is enormous.

The 2.2-litre diesel engine is nicely geared on 
the manual version and produces 150bhp and 
3501b ft of torque. 

On the road this Honda soaks up the bumps 
and is a comfortable ride with the driver sitting 
high enough to demand impressive views. 
There’s plenty of grip, even at top speed, though 
the steering could probably be a little less vague 
-though that’s being a bit picky. 

Inside there’s no mistaking that you are driv¬ 
ing a diesel because the engine noise comes 
into the cab quite loudly when put under pres¬ 


sure but on the open road the ride is quite and 
stress free. 

There’s more than enough seating for a family 
of five, regardless of size and height and all¬ 
round views are good for driver and passenger. 

One thing Honda really does get right is the 
interior. I’ve long been a fan of their facia where 
all the controls are easy to find, uncluttered and 
more importantly uncomplicated. I like nothing 
less than having to spend time working out what 
switches are for. 

The SE has front and rear parking sensors, 


fronts fog lights, rear view camera, Bluetooth, 
folding door mirrors, automatic lights and wipers 
and a leather gear knob and steering wheel. 

Combined fuel figures claim an average of 
50.4mpg and C02 emission levels are at 
149g/km. There’s a top speed of 118mph and 
0-62mph in 9.7seconds. 

There have been over five million CR-V sales 
worldwide since launch in 1995 so Honda know 
they have a winning formula the question is 
whether this fourth generation entry can fend off 
ever-growing opposition. Time will tell.

Motoring 


A three-word mantra 
we should all follow 



Drivers not using their mirrors before manoeuvering is dangerous 


Some things in life are so sim¬ 
ple in their design and execu¬ 
tion, they are taken for 
granted. Sadly that often 
means bad news, particularly 
when it comes to cars. 

Take the humble indicator, for exam¬ 
ple. It started with hand signals, and 
then someone had the genius plan of 
creating a little stick with an orange light 
on that popped up. Not a great deal has 
changed in the intervening century, 
except perhaps how they are being 
used. 

Because all cars have them, and in 
theory we all know how to use them, 
but unfortunately bad indication, or a 
complete absence of it, is a scourge of 
modern motoring. 

Instructor 

Can you remember when you were 
learning to drive? 

If the answer is yes, try and remem¬ 
ber the three-word mantra your instruc¬ 
tor taught you to apply when 
approaching junctions. Can you recall 
it? Of course you can - it was mirror, 
signal, manoeuvre. 

Next, ask yourself another question. 
Honestly, how often do you apply this 
now you’ve got a few years motoring 
under your belt? 

Drivers not using their mirrors is a 
whole other issue altogether, but if you 
do miss out ‘mirror’ and don’t bother 
with ‘signal’ then you just end up with 
lots of people manoeuvring about the 
place - which is as dangerous as it 
sounds. 

Roundabouts are a real hot-spot for 
this kind of behaviour. If you remember 


your Highway Code, you’ll know it’s 
dead easy; if you’re turning left then you 
signal left. If you’re going straight on, 
you signal left when you pass the exit 
before you want to take. And if you’re 
going right, signal right until you’ve 
passed the exit before you want to take 
and then signal left. 

But never mind all that common 
sense, let’s play ‘roundabout bingo’ 
instead. Award yourself five points if 
you’ve witnessed any of the following; 
car not signalling left on exit; car sig¬ 
nalling right even when taking an exit; 
car not signalling at all; car signalling 
left all the way around. 


At best, it’s discourteous. At worst, 
it’s downright dangerous. 

How many times have you been wait¬ 
ing to turn right out of a T-junction, seen 
an oncoming car signalling left but been 
unsure of whether or not to pull out? 

That’s right, plenty. And that’s 
because the general standard of indi¬ 
cating is so poor, we don’t trust the sig¬ 
nals we see. 

We’re all just trying to get somewhere 
on our roads and, while it might be ask¬ 
ing a bit much to help each other on our 
way, I’d hope it’s not too much to ask 
that we at least reduce the amount we 
hinder each other’s progress.
